John E. Fry. driver for the Stand­ 
ard Oil company, living at 52 7 Col­ 
lege avenue in this city, met an aw­ 
ful h^ath at about eleven o'clock this 
forenoon on the highway in Palmyra 
township, between the 
farm 
resi­ 
dences of William Leivan and Chas. 
Lawton, while on his way from Ster­ 
ling to Dix on with a load of oil. 
A 
tank filled with over 4 00 gallons of 
oil tiped over, falling on his head 
and crushing the top and nearly all 
of the left side of his head to a jelly, 
killing him instantly. 
The brains 
of the dead man were picked up from 
the ground and put into his hat. The 
rest of the body was not injured or 
bruised. 
; 
The cause of the accident, as far 
as can be ascertained by several men 
who came upon the scene soon after 
it happened, 
was that the line in j 
some way got fast and Mr. Fry, in 
his efforts to unfasten the line pulled 
too hard on the other line, pulling the 
team of mules from the hard road 
across the summer foad and up the 
side of the bank on the south side of 
the road, which it this place is quite 
high, and the tank tipped over throw­ 
ing the driver under the wagon. 
John Hackberth. who works for 
Oscar Ritzmar.. was coming 
from 
Dix on, driving a milk wagon and 
was w'ithin ten or fifteen rods of the 
oil tank when it tipped over. 
Mr. 
Hackberth says that he thought Mr. 
Fry made a big effort to jump from 
the seat but the way he acted it look­ 
ed as though he was fast in sour.1 
manner. 
Mr. Hackbertn drove his 
team in front of the Leivan farm and 
notified the family of what he saw' 
and then hastened to the scene of the 
accident. 
He found the man lying on the 
ground, his head under the tank, that 
part of the wagon near the seat rest­ 
ing ou his head. The rest of the body 
was lying in the road. 
Roy Lennox . W alter Leivan. Elmer 
T^eivan and Wijliam Leivan were on 
the scene soon and removed the body 
from its position. About this time 
H. M. Senneff came and also assisted 
in removing the body. 
The mules were used to assist in 
the task of getting the body from un­ 
der the tank. The faucets of the 
tank were broken off and nearly all 
the oil run out on the road. 
Th^ road near where the man was 
killed is revered with blood 
and 
brains. in the efforts to stop the team 
when he found the tank falling the 
man planted his feet so firmlv against 
» he wagon that the lifts of both his 
heels were nulled off 
When the accident happened. Fry 
was on his wav to Dix on from Ster­ 
ling with a load of oil. for the Stan­ 
dard Oil plant here in Dix on. 
I» eft Home Early. 
Mr Fry left home this morning at 
* o’clock for Sterling. When he de­ 
parted from his wiie and little daugh- 
ter they were fast asleep. 
The first news of the terribte ac­ 
cident was received at the fire hall 
in this city by Chief Detrick 
from 
Fred Lawton, in Palmyra. Chief of 
Police Woodyatt. who was at the fire 
hall at the time, 
notified 
Sheriff 
Wohnk.e and together they drove to 
the scene of the accident. 
Before leaving Sheriff W ohnke no­ 
tified Coroner Charles Smith at Am­ 
boy to come to Dix on as soon as pos­ 
sible and hoid an inquest over the 
remains. 
Wife Hears New» . 
The wife of the dead man was no­ 
tified of her husband’s death by Al­ 
derman Louis Stephan, who is a close 
and intim ate friend of the family. 
Mrs. Fry bears up remarkably well 
under her great trouble. Besides the 
widow there is one little daughter, 
about four years old. 
W as 3» Y ears Old. 
John. E. Fry was the son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Josiah Fry, who reside in 
Dementtown, and was 39 years of 
age. Besides the father and 
mother 
there are one brother, Bert Fry , of 
Plainfield, la., and two sisters, Mrs.

It is often tin? case that one finds it 
convenient to have at hand a first class 
lacquer with which to coat instru­ 
ments, ornaments or other articles, to 
add either to their durability or finish. 
The following recipe will be found re­ 
liable and not specially ex pensive: One 
pint of best rectified alcohol, two 
drams each of saffron and Spanish an- 
uotto, an ounce of ground tumeric. Put 
th« *se lugmiients together and place 
them where there is a moderate heat. 
Leave them for several days, shak ing 
them occasionally. When uearly dis­ 
solved add three ounces of the best 
seed lac in rough powder. Let this 
stand until the lac is all dissolved, 
shak ing it frequently. If the color ls to 
be a bright yellow, use less auuotto; if 
a deep orange, use more. Put the mix ­ 
ture on while warm. 
Apply with a 
brush as one would use paint. The 
number of coats depends entirely upon 
the article and tbe purpose for which 
It ls used. For blue lacquer add prus 
sian or aniline blue to white shellac 
varnisli made very thin. 
In mak ing 
lacquer tak e great care not to use too 
much seed lac, as the* mix ture is lik ely 
to dry uuevemy or in streak s.

In that case the United States com­ 
pany sought to recover from Salvador 
$500,000 for damages it suffered us the 
result *>f the seizure by the govern­ 
ment of harlior improvements the cor­ 
porations had made nt one of the Sal­ 
vadorean port - 
After long dispute the 
case was submitted to arbitration 
iu 
Washington, with Senor Pacas repre­ 
senting Salvador. Chief Justice Strong 
as the neutral member ot 2 e com­ 
mission and Dick inson as ri* United 
States representative. 
Pacas bitterly 
charged the two other members of the 
commission w tth treating k iui and bis 
government with "grossest unfairness.” 
Strong personally resented the attack 
on his action, anil a scene followed, 
Senor Pacas storming about the hotel 
in great rage. Salvador then jHote*ted 
against the decision of the arbitrators, 
and delayed the payment of the award 
of $h23,17S Tor a long time. The state 
department 
made representations to 
Salvador repeatedly. Finally attorneys 
for the Salvadorean Commercial com­ 
pany despaired of ever collecting the 
full amount of the award from the lit­ 
tle republic, and 
¡ 11 1903 a compromise 
was agreed upon with Salvador and 
tbe ca se is sa id to ha v e been settled 
for a bout $3 00,000.

He wore a suit of 
cloth es th e worse for wear and about 
th ree sizes too small for h im, with 
th e trousers coming but a little be­ 
low th e knees and th e sleeves of th e 
coat were h ardly long enough to cov­ 
er h is elbows. But th e young man was 
entirely unconscious of h is appear­ 
ance and delivered one of th e best 
orations ever h eard at th e old Iowa 
college. I th ink I may add th at Iowa 
college h as no better Triend today 
th an Frank Lowden. Every year h e 
gives prizes for sch olarsh ip and ora­ 
tory, and is president of th e alumni 
association of th e college, and Presi­ 
dent McLean and every oth er profes­ 
sor of th e college are today h is warm 
personal friends and admirers. 
After leaving sch ool h e secured a 
position as teach er of th e High sch ool 
at Burlington, ia. Th en to sh ow th e 
kind of stuff h e was made of, after 
teach ing th ere a year or more h e re­ 
signed th is position wh ich paid h im 
$100 a month to taks a position at 
$7 a week in Ch icago in a law office 
in order th at h e migh t take up th e 
study of law. With out money or influ­ 
ential friends h e went to th e big city, 
working th e greater part of th e day 
over th e typewriter, h e put in h is 
spare times at law and graduated at 
th e h ead of h is class from th e North ­ 
western University Law sch ool, win­ 
ning prizes for oratory and sch olar­ 
sh ip. His record th ere was a repeti­ 
tion of h i§ record at th e Iowa univer­ 
sity, and h e was h onored by being 
ch osen one of th e trustees of th at 
great sch ool, and Lowden h all in th e 
law department, was named in h is 
honor.

His success at th e Ch icago bar was 
ph enomenal, and in addition to being 
a good lawyer, h e developed great 
business capacity, and long before h is 
marriage h e was rated as one of th e 
most successful young lawyers and 
business men in th e city.

lions to the w'ealth of the state.”

be continued, and that th-3 privilege 
of becoming an 
American 
citizen 
must be deserved before It can be 
acquired. 
In the past there was little regu­ 
lation of this important matter, but 
under the new law a system is pro­ 
vided that will entail an 
unusual 
amount of work, yet it will have pro- 


4>orated in the laws long ago. 
Declarations must be made here­ 
after in open court at state dsittlngs, 
which have been made public, and 
announcements are made of the in­ 
tention of the applicant for citizen­ 
ship papers. All applicants must he 
eighteen years of age and when ap­ 
plying for first papers must give their 
age, occupation, place of birth, last 
foreign residence, name of the vessel 
on which they came to the United 
States, and also the name of the wife, 
if applicant is a married man. 
All applicants for citizensh.p pa­ 
pers must file their secon i papers 
not less than two years after the first 
petition, but within seven years, and 
when the declaration for second cit­ 
izenship papers is 
made a 
notice 
must be posted by the court officer 
not less than ninety days before the 
date of the sitting of court, in which 
notice it must be stated all the par­ 
ticulars of the applicant. 
It will be more expensive in the 
future to secure naturalization pa­ 
pers, also, and a fee of $5 must be 
collected before the final papers are 
delivered. When the alien makes his 
first declaration of a desire to be­ 
come an American citizen he must 
pay $1, when the petition for* the 
second papers is made an additional 
fee of $2 is collected and after the 
ninety day time has expired they can 
secure their final papers on the oay- 
ment of an additional $2, making the 
total $5. 
Another clause of the law is that 
no papers shall be granted an appli­ 
cant within thirty days of any gen­ 
eral election, and when the final pa­ 
pers are made they are to be dono in 
duplicate, one set being kept by the 
issuing officer, and properly indexed 
and bound in a book, the duplicate 
copy being sent to the bureau of im­ 
migration at Washington, 
D. 
C., 
where it will be placed on file 
and 
a complete record kept in that city 
of all aliens 
who are American­ 
ized. 
The hearing of all final applica­ 
tions is to be made in open coart, 
and oportunity will be 
given for 
those who might have objections to 
the naturalization of an applicant, 
especially if it was being done for po­ 
litical purposes.

The 
object of the meeting is to arrange 
terms, if possible, whereby the far­ 
mers’ line may be made a part of the 
Bell system in efficiency if not in 
ownership. 
Under present arrangements it is 
vrey difficult and consumes 
much 
time to get in communication with 
Sterling. This, when the new, system 
is installed, will be changed. 
The Green River company has al­ 
lowed its lines and instruments to 
deteriorate, and if it can be made a 
part of the Bell system, the patrons 
of the former will be assured much 
better service than they have been 
receiving.
